: GREAT (1682). 
From Eugéne Schuyler’s-bistorical serial, 
“ Pater the Great,” Seribner for April, wa take 
this account, of the jotut coronation of Poter 
- theGrent and his half-brother Ivan asOza 

“ On the evening of the 4th of July, 1682, 
there was a grand vesper ‘service in all the 
eburches, and especiitly in the Cathodral of 
the Assumption, where it was. celebrated b: 
- _the Patriarch Kir Joachim, attended, by all 
the superior clergy. During the uight a 
Eqvare platform, raised on twelve steps, was 
erected in the middle of the cathedrul,-im- 
mediately undor the dome, and covered with 
crimson cloth, From this form td’ the 
chancel the’ pavowent was spread with red 
cloth, on which tivo" strips of searlét velvet 
were laid for the Czars, and a strip of blue
